Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of Strafford: 


An event of state-wide educational interest dur- 
ing the past year was the retirement of Commissioner 
EK. W. Butterfield to accept a similar position in Con- 
necticut. Deputy Commissioner James Nelson Pringle 
became our present Commissioner of Education. Com- 
missioner Pringle has been in close touch with the 
development of our schools in Strafford, and has visited 
them recently. Other members of the State Depart- 
ment who have inspected various phases of school 
work are Agents Paul E. Farnum, Russell H. Leavitt, 
Elizabeth M. Murphy, and Phila M. Griffin. The only 
change in teachers was the coming of Miss Pauline M. 
Wiggin, of Barrington, Keene, ’30, to the Pinehurst 
School. 


Improvements to school houses include chemical 
toilets at Bow Lake, with access from the schoolroom. 
This building was also equipped with the most ap- 
proved type of window shades. Cement steps were 
constructed. The shape of the playground lot has 
been changed and some grading done. A new play- 
ground area was also purchased at Crown Point, giv- 
ing an ample space, well cleared and fenced. The 
Perkins school house was painted inside and outside. 
New seating should be installed at Bow Lake to re- 
lieve the crowded condition and replace worn out 
equipment. 


I recommend that a variety of playground appara- 
tus be installed at each school on the ample grounds 
that have now been secured. This should be of a 
strong and durable type. The advantages of such ex- 
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ercise are too well known to need explanation. They 
result in better health and morals and avoid many be- 
havior problems. 


That the interests of the smaller communities are 
not forgotten by educational leaders in our country is 
seen in the themes of two great conventions which 
will be held this year. The Department of Superin- 
tendence in Detroit will consider “Working Together 
for the Children of America,” while the National Edu- 
cation Association in Los Angeles will give attention 
to “Rural Schools.”
